"The beat was intense and much 
of the time we were compelled to 
plod through mud that was almost 
boiling hot. 
At noon 
Wednesday, 
Charles S. Davidson fell exhausted 
and died an hour later. 
"We buried him in the thick ooze 
of mud. 
"By this time our water supply 
had run out and we became deliri­ 
ous. 
We endeavored to 
reach the 
other side of the lake where we be­ 
lieved there was a settlement. 
We 
came upon a deserted mining camp 
We traced a pipe line to a sulphur 
well under an abandoned shack and 
had to descend a rickety ladder to 
reach the bottom of the well. 
The 
water was slimy and mucky but it 
was the sweetest liquid I ever taal 
ed. 
"Thomas Graves and I were the 
first to reach the well and we built 
a bonfire to guide the others. 
Da­ 
vid Bunker and J. P. Baudin arriv­ 
ed next and at midnight that night 
Richard Stiner staggered into camp 
“The next 
morning 
we started 
back to civilization.”

SPRINGFIELD, 111.,

The life of labor unions throughout 
the state depends upon the opinion 
of the supreme court In a case which 
is being argued today to test the 
right of members of labor unions to 
decline to work with employes who 
have withdrawn from the union. A 
number of the members of a local 
union of the Amalgamated associa­ 
tion of street and electric railway 
employes in Chicago withdrew. Those 
who remained true to the union de­ 
clined to work with the withdrawing 
members. An injunction to prevent 
the men from quitting was denied 
by the court but the appellate court 
reversed the lower court. 
The case 
was then taken to the supreme court 
on a certificate of importance. 


At l l o’clock last night an agree-, 
ment was reached between the car­ 
men’s union and the president of the 
La Crosse City Railway company, a 
new contract at the present scale be-i 
ing signed up for two years, June 20, 
1910, to June 20, 1912. 
Prior to reaching an agreement 
the executive committee of the car­ 
men held four meetings with the di­ 
rectors and two special meetings of 
the local were called in the mean­ 
time to discuss various problems aris­ 
ing in the joint meetings. 
The men did not ask for 
an 
In­ 
crease In wages, their main conten­ 
tion being that the car company’s 
plant be made a closed shop. The dis­ 
cussion of this matter was amicable, 
the men urging that better discipline 
and better service would result. The 
company, however, could not see it 
that way and the matter was finally 
dropped. 
As finally adopted there are some 
differences between the articles sign­ 
ed yesterday and those agreed to a 
year ago. One essential difference is 
that the clause in the old contract 
forbidding the union to solicit non­ 
union employes of the company to} 
Join their organization was stricken 
out. A mooted paragraph in the new 
contract stipulating that no question 
involving the right of the company 
under rules and regulations to disci­ 
pline or discharge employes for the 
good of the service shall be a subject 
of arbitration 
was 
stricken out. 
Some of the limitations placed upon 
the membership of the arbitration 
board are stricken out and the clause 
is simplified. Members of committees 
of the union are given 
preference 
over others in the matter of lay-offs 
relating to discharge of their duty. 
It is provided that an employe tried 
before the board of arbitration and 
found not guilty shall be re-instated' 
with full pay for lost time. It is pro­ 
vided that a rule posted by the com­ 
pany and not challenged within a 
week by the union, shall not there-' 
after be questioned as to its reason, 
ableness. In other respects the new 
contract follows essentially the lines 
of the old. 
The wage scale for the ensuing 
two years is as follows: 
For the first six months of ser­ 
vice, 19 cents per hour. 
For the second six months of ser­ 
vice, 20 cents per hour. 
For the second year and thereafter, 
23 cents per hour. 
Time and one-half for overtime. 
Double time for overtime between 
midnight and 5 a. rn. 
The agreement is signed for the 
company by B. E. E&wards, presi­ 
dent and for the union by the follow­ 
ing committee: 
Charles Masterson, 
chairman; Dean Strout, Thomas Da­ 
ley, A. P. Rieg, Charles Ranter.
